II. Many of thoſe Countries, Spain in par- 
ticular, which uſed to admit great Quantities

Manufactures of their own, and laying Bur- 


dens on ours, to prevent their Introduètion-: 


So that it is become more expedient than ever, 


to ſeek out as many new Markets as we can. 


III. Taz Turky Company are not able, 
were they willing, to ſell the Engliſh Manu- 
factures ſo cheap as they might he rendered 
by Virtue of a tree Trade: For 
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4 . he Expedi ency of Opening 


1/t, Ir no Ships are allowed to be employed, 


but the general Ships of the Company, or ſuch 


as the Managers ſhall appoint, a private Mem- 


ber has no Choice, but muſt ſubmit to all the 

Expences, Inconveniences, and Diſcourage- 
ments, which the Directors and their Friends 
will pleaſe to lay upon him | 
224ly, TRE Carriage of the Goods up to 
London, the Gains of the Factors, Clerks, 
Warehouſe-Keepers, and all intermediate 


Agents, are very heavy Taxes on the Manu- 


facture, ſufficient of themſelves to turn the 
Balance in Favour of our Rivals the French, 
the natural Enemies of our Commerce : 


Zaly, Tux Expence of Package, Porterage, 
Hallage, Loading, and Unloading, Cuſtom- 
houſe Fees, and all Port Charges, are more 
exorbitant in London than in any Part of the 
Kingdom : , 
4thly, Tue Dearneſs of Victualling and 
Manning of Ships in the Port of London, is 
another material Article; whereas many other 
Ports are not only cheaper, but more com- 
modiouſly ſituated, as being nearer the Places, 


where the Goods are manufactured. 


IV. Trz Aims of an excluſive Company 


can never coincide with the Welfare of the 


Public; Inaſmuch as Monopoliſts, eſtabliſned 


by Law, are thereby ſecured from Ravals ; 


So that their particular Intereſts conſiſt in 
felling as dear as they can ; whereas the In- 


tereſt of private Adventurers is ta ſell as cheap | 
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the TRADE 70 Turky. s 
as poſſible, in order to get Cuſtom by riyal- 


ling each other. Thus the Public is benefited 


by Emulation, as it promotes the Circulation 
of Labour and univerſal Plenty; — but is hurt 


by Monopoliſts, who are a Check to Induſtry, 


to the Circulation of Labour at home, and 


the Exportation of it abroad ; and whoſe 
only View, whatever may be pretended, is 
to facrifice the general Intereſt of the King- 
dom to that of a few Individuals. 5 
V. Tur Turky Company is a Monopoly in 
every Senſe, -* as no private Member is al- 
lowed to fit out a Ship when he pleaſes, or to 
export and import what 2yantities of Goods 
he would chuſe, —As the Trade is confined to 
the ſingle expenſive Port of London, — As the 


Freedom of the Company 1s limited to Mer- 


chants by Profeſſion, and has been obſtructed

all the ſuppoſed Objections againſt an open Trade are 
_ anſwered, Only the Reader is deſired to take Notice, 


That as to what this celebrated Writer has ſaid about the 
Neceſlity of excluſive Companies for the Guinea and Za/?- 
India Trade, Experience has fully demonſtrated ſince he 
wrote, That he was miſtaken in Relation to the Trade to 


the Coaſt of Guinea; it being now ten Times more exten- 


ſive, and more advantageous to this Nation, than ever it 
was, when confined to a Company ;—And with Regard to 
the Eaft-Indies—Sir Joſiah himſelf was the Chairman of 
that Company, — and his Brother the chief Governor 
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under frivolous Pretences, —And as the Mem- 
bers themſelves are fettered with By-laws. 

VI. Tris excluſive Society not only exports 
a much leſs Quantity of Engliſb Labour than 
would be exported, were the Engliſb Trade 


free, but alſo imports the /zſ5 of raw Materials, 


ſo neceſſary for ſeveral Manufactures, and 
the Employment of the Poor. —That impor- 


tant Article, raw Silk in particular, which 


ſhould always be brought to Market at the 


loweſt Price poſſible, has by Monopolies, and 


their natural Conſequence, Engraſſing, been 


raiſed fo high, as to injure greatly the Silk Ma- 


nufacture. And this ariſes from two Cauſes; 
1. Tux Turks will deal with thoſe, that ſup- 


ply them with Goods on the cheapeſt Terms, 
conſequently not with the Engliſb; And ſell 


to thoſe, who give the higheſt Price, Ii. e. the 
greateſt Quantity of Labour in Exchange] 
which an excluſive Society will not do: There- 


fore our Enghi/h Company neither will, nor 
can make great Returns in Turki/þ Goods: 


2. AFTER the Goods are brought to Eng- 
land, the Company keep up the Price of their 
Sales as high as poſſible, in order to get im- 
menſe Profits on ſmall Imports. And this 
they do with Safety, becauſe there are none 


to rival them. | — 
VII. Oox Woollen Manufacturers are 
ready to make it appear from the Specimens 
they have ſeen of the Cloth of Languedoc de- 
ſigned for the Levant, That they are able to 
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out-rival the French, provided this Commerce 
has a free Courſe, and every Adventurer is per- 
mitted to ſhip off from what Port he pleaſes. 
VIII. Wx RE ſuch Liberty obtained, they 
have Reaſon to conclude, That they could 
FROM their Goods ſtill cheaper ; ; 
„BE CAus E thoſe Drugs for Dying, 
which now pals thro' the Hands of aCompa- 


ny, would be fold at a more reaſonable Rate; 


2dly, Bc aus the Oils and Aſhes for mak- 


ing Caſtile Soap could be purchaſed on ſuch 


advantageous Terms, as would induce the 
Engliſh to ſet up that neceflary Branch of Ma- 
nufacture: Which Soap is made at preſent 
chiefly at Marſeilles, thence ſent to Leghorn, 

and from Leghorn imported into England; By 
which Means the Engliſb Manufacturer is 


burdened with an heavy additional Expence. 


Nor is this the only Evil; For our Colonies 
in Americe are now wholly ſupplied with 
French Soap from Martinico, and the other 
Iſlands belonging to that Crown, and even 
from France itſelf (the preſent Eugliſb Soap 


made of Tallow not being fit for their Ch- 
mates): By which Means ſeveral other Species 
of French Manufactures are introduced into 


our Sugar Iſlands and Northern Colonies, to 
the great Detriment of the Commerce, Reve- 


nue, and Navigation of GREAT BRITAIN: But 


34ly, ANOTHER Reaſon why the Woollen 
Cloths deſigned for the Levant, might be 


vended cheaper, is, Becauſe a conſiderable 
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8 The Expediency of Opening 


Saving is to be made in the Expence of Dying. 
For were this Trade to have a freeCourſe, the 


Manufacturer might dye his own Cloth at 


ſuch a Seaſon as would not interfere with his 


other Buſineſs, 'and contrive every Thing to 
the beſt Advantage: Whereas at preſent the 


Cloth is ſent up white to London, and dyed 


there in haſte, at an exorbitant Charge, both 


as Living and Wages are dearer, and as thoſe 


Journeymen, who have not conſtant Buſineſs, 
muſt have the higher Wages while they are 


employed. 


IX. Arr other Parts of a Cargo for the 
Turkiſh Dominions, as well as Woollens, 


might be rendered much cheaper, as the Ex- 
pence of Carriage, Shipping off, &c. would 
be conſiderably eſs. —Moreover there is the 


ſtrongeſt Probability, That great Demands 
would ariſe for the Manufactures of Iron, 


Steel, Braſs, and Copper, for Cutlery and 


Birmingham Ware, for the Produce of the 
Looms of Mancheſter, Coventry, and Norwich, 


for printed Linnens, Paper Hangings, and 
ſuch Kinds of Ornaments ; Inaſmuch as moſt 
of theſe Articles might be exported from ſeve- 


ralPlaces, at a leſs Charge, than from London, 


— And as the Engliſh are known to excel 


other Nations, both in Fabric and Cheapneſs: 


So that were the Trade free, the Port of 
Marſeilles would labour under ſuch Difficul- 
ties from theſe Circumſtances, as the Advan- 


tage of its Situation could by no Means com- 


penſate.

X. App to all this, That the Frei ght, and 
2 — and Navigation of Ships are much 
dearer, in Proportion, at Marſeilles, than in 
England. The Intereſt of Money is alſo Siæ 
per Cent; and the Price of Tin and Lead, and 
Shot muſt neceſſarily be much higher : So 
that the prodigious Encreaſe of their Levant 
Trade cannot poſſibly be aſcribed to any other 
Cauſe, but to the Monopolies and Excluſions 
of the Engliſb againſt their own Countrymen, 
in Favour of the French. And therefore it 
ſhould be duly conſidered by every true Pa- 
triot and Lover of his Country, That the 
cHIEP Competition in this Struggle for the 
Liberty of Commerce, is not between one 
EngliſþMerchant and another, But between 
GREAT BRITAIN and FRANCE, 

XI. Wr the Trade laid open, the Turks, 
Greeks, and all the Nations of thoſe vaſt Terri- 
tories would find a greater Demand for their 

reſpective Commodities; and then they could 
ord to buy greater Quantities of ours: 
W at preſent they neither are able to 
urchaſe much, nor, if they were, are they 
inclined to do it, on Account of the exceſſive 


Dear neſs of the Engliſh Merchandiſe. 


XII. AN Encreaſe of the Exportation of 


our own Manufactur es muſt create an En- 


creaſe in the Exciſe, and all inland Duties; 


for the Government is infallibly a Gainer by 


every Scheme, that finds Employment for 
the People, encourages Labour, and promotes 
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Wealth, as theſe Things neceſſarily occaſion 


the greater Conſumption of all Commodities, 


that pay Duties: On the other Hand, an En- 


creaſe of the Importation of ſuch foreign Ma- 
terials, as excite the Induſtry of the Natives, 


is doubly advantageous, both by the Customs 


they pay at firſt Landing, and the Hands they 


employ afterwards. Therefore the Encreaſe 


of ſuch a Trade is deſirable, in every Light, 


both to the Government, and to the People. 


XIII. Ir any of the Merchants belonging 
to the Out- ports ſhould happen to bring in 


ſuch raw Materials as are not wanted on the 


Spot, the Advantages they receive in other 
Reſpects would enable them to pay the Ex- 


pence of Carriage to a proper Market. And 


indeed the Carriage of raw Silk, Camels Hair, 
Cotton Wool, Sc. from Brifto! to Coventry, 


from Liverpool to Mancheſter and Derby, from 
Yarmouth to Norwich, Ac. would not be fo 


dear, as it is now from London to thoſe Places. 
' Beſides, it is natural to ſuppoſe, That as the 
Trade encreaſed, other Towns in the North, 
and Weſt, and Middle of England, and in Scot 
land alſo, would ſet up Manufactures. So that 
every Part of the united Kingdom ought to 


conſider itſelf as intereſted in Opening this 


Monopoly. 


XIV. WnarkvER Regulations are judged 
neceſſary, under the Inſpection of proper Per- 


ſons either at home, or abroad, for the good 


Government of a free Trade, or the Preſerva- 
. |

tion of Health, and Security from the Plague, 
they will be gladly received, and thankfully 
ſubmitted to. And an open Trade might be 
very eaſily put under much ſtricter Examina- 
tions, not only as to the Goodneſs of the Ma- 
nufactures exported, but alſo in Relation to * 
Bills of Health, and performing Quarantine, 
than what the Company have been ſubject to 
for many Years paſt;— Tho a Plague in Lon- 
don would have been much more fatal, than 
in any other Part of the Kingdom. 

XV. WERE the Trade to Spain or Portugal 
now in the Hands of a Company, and an At- 


* All Ships returning from the Levant, in Times of In- 
fection, might perform Quarantine either at Portmahon, or 
Gibralter, as theſe Places are directly in their Voyage 
homewards, and might be made very convenient for ſup- 
plying them with proper Stores, and Refreſhments ; fo 
that it would be in ſome Meaſure the Intereſt of Ships, on 
a long Voyage, to call at one or other of theſe Places; 
eſpecially if they were made Free Ports, Moreover for the 
greater Security, all Ships returning from the Levant might 
be obliged, under the Penalty of forfeiting Ship and Cargo, 
to touch at one or other of theſe Ports, and obtain Bills of 
Health from the Magiſtrates, before they proceed to Eng- 
land. "Theſe Cautions are very practicable in themſelves, 
and yet much ſtricter than have been uſually required 
either of the Turiy Company, or of the Merchants trading 
to Barbary and Morocco. And here we muſt obſerve, that 
though the Plague is as frequent in theſe Countries as in 
 Turky, yet the Company never objected to the Carrying 
on of an open Trade to Barbary and Morocco ; and the 
| Reaſon is, Becauſe theſe Countries are without the Li-

ee reftions :—Or in general they will not fail 
c to excite an univerſal Odium by the Diver- 
te ſity of their Dreſs and Cuſtoms, and great 
t Licentiouſneſs of Manners, — Therefore by 
* attempting to throw the Trade open, we 
“ ſhall infallibly loſe it all.” 
Tus it appears, That Objections much 
more plaufible might be raiſed againſt opening 
the Trade to Spain and Portugal, were it now 
in the Hands of a Company, than againſt the 
Revocation of any excluſive Grant now ſub- 
fiſting. But indeed We muſt conſider all theſe 
Kinds of Objections as the mere Dialect of 
1 who uſe it, nutatis mutandis, 
againſt opening any Trade, in order to cover 
their own private Intereſt under an Appear- 
ance of Public Good. 
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Bur Common Senſe and daily Experience 


are continually expoſing the Falſity of ſuch 
Suggeſtions. And were the Trade opened 


to Turky, there is no Degree of Probability, 


That Shop-keepers and low People would be 


fond of going there: — And if they did go, 


they certainly would agree with the Natives 
as well as the Engh/h Sailors do now. 
XVI. Ir the Trade to Twrky had a free 
Courſe, what Reaſon is there to imagine, 
That it would be engroſſed by the Jews? 


And why muſt it be ſuppoſed, That the Eng- 
liſh in particular would ſuffer in this Reſpect, 


more than the French, Dutch, or Italians? 
Beſides, as the Fews might inſiſt upon the 
Freedom of the Company, as well as others, 
provided they are Merchants by Profeſſion, 
and as they reſide chiefly in London, and are 
a rich united Body of Merchants, this very Ob- 
jection might be urged with greater Force 


againſt the Confining ſuch a Trade to a Com- 


pany, than againſt laying it open ;—Eſpeci- 
ally as the Englisb Jews by Means of their 
Connection with their Brethren in Turky, 
who are the only Brokers in that Country, 
might be the better able to form a Combina- 
tion to engroſs the whole Trade to themſelves, 
and execute it with Succeſs. But in fact, this 


Objection betrays its own Weakneſs, and 


would never have been brought, if a ſtronger 
could be found : and it is the firſt Time that 
the Jews were accuſed of being injurious to 
the Intereſts of a Trading Nation. 
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XVII. IT is equally incredible, that the 


| Government and People of Turky ſhould be 
diſpleaſed at the Diſſolution of the preſent 


Monopoly. And what Grounds are there for 


ſuch a Suppoſition ? For in an open Trade, 
Englisb Manufactures would be imported in 
greater Quantity and Variety, and on cheaper 


Terms, — more Turzisb Goods be taken in 
Barter, and a larger Revenue would ariſe to 


the Government. But in a confined Trade, 
fewer Manufactures are imported, more ex- 
orbitant in Price, demanding fewer Goods in 
Exchange, and paying leſs to the Cuſtoms. 
And can we imagine, That the Turks would 


once heſitate, to which Side the Preference 


is due? Or have we ever found, That any 


of thoſe other Nations, to whom We once 


traded by excluſive Companies, have com- 
plained at the Diſſolution of theſe deſtructive 
Monopolies, and deſired their Reſtoration? 
To confirm this, We have a remarkable 
Speech recorded in Camden's Annals of one 
of the Czars of Moſcovy, when that Country 
was thought to be over-ſpread with Ignorance 
and Barbariſm : which is mentioned by the 
Reverend and Ingenious Mr SMITH in his 
Memoirs of Wool, Vol. I. p. 114. vis. 


e 'THEODORE Joannipes ſucceeding to the 


25 Empire, granted to all Merchants, of what 
« Nation ſoever, free Acceſs into Ruſſia. And 
e being oftentimes ſolicited by the Queen 

« [ELIZABETH] to confirm the Privileges 
granted by his Father to the Muſcouia( Com- 
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s pany of Engliſb Merchants, To wit, That 
« only Engliſb Men of that Company ſhould 
« come into, or trade in the North Parts of 
« Ruffia, and that Cuſtom- free, in Regard 
they were the Firſt that diſcovered the Paſ- 
« ſage thither by Sea: He thereupon deſired 
« her to give Liberty to all the Englisb to trade 
« into. Ruſſia; For to permit ſome and deny 
e Others, was an Injuſtice. Princes, ſaid he, 
« muſt carry an indifferent Hand between 
ce their Subjects, and not convert Trade 
« (which by the Law of Nations ought to 
« be common to 4) into a Monopoly, to the 
« private Gain of a few. As for his Cuſtoms, 
<« he promiſed to exact leſs by one half of 


that Company than of the reſt ; becauſe 


they Firſt diſcovered the Paſſage thither by 
Sea. In other Matters he confirmed their 
former Privileges, and added ſome few 
« more, out of his Reſpect to the Queen, 
and not for any Deſert, as he ſaid, of the 
Company; many of whom he found had 


e dealt fallly with his Subjects.“ 


XVIII. Bur when an excluſive Grant is 
once obtained, It muſt be defended by ſome 


kind of Arguments, however weak and in- 


concluſive. Now the Turky Company was 
firſt erected, and afterwards eſtabliſhed in 
ſuch Times, when the Principles of Trade, 


and the Nature of the Landed and Commer- 
cial Intereſts of a Kingdom were not under- 
ſtood ;—or if underſtood, not ſufficiently re- 
garded: — In ſuch Times, when Monopolies 
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and Excluſions carried all before them. Of the 


Truth of which Aſſertion, we need only con- 
ſult RyMBR's Fdera, and the common Hiſto- 
rians for the Reigns of Queen ELizaBeTH, 
King Jans I. and King CHarrLEs I. to find 
ſufficient Evidence; many of which Monopo- 
lies were again renewed by King CHARLEs II. 
And at the Time of the Revolution, were 
growntoo powerful to be attacked with Safety. 
Fon as to Foreign Trade, There was an ex- 
cluſive Company to Hamburgh and the Baltic, 
to Meoſcovy and Greenland, to Germany and 
Flanders, to France, —to Spain and Portugal, 
to [taly, - and to Africa. 8 
SPECIAL Licences were alſo to be purchaſed 


for the Importation, or Sale of Madder, Log- 


wood, Deal Boards, Wine and Tobacco : 
Likewiſe for the Exportation of Corn, Leather, 
and Butter: . 
AnD 24dly, as to our Doux Ss TIC COMMERCE, 
there were Pre-emptions or Monopolies for 
Tin, Salt, and Coals : Excluſive Patents for 
Sea-Weed, Kelp, and Glaſs, alt- petre and 
Gunpowder, Soap and Starch, —Gold and 
Silver Lace, Beaver Hats and Demi-Caſtors, 
Dying and Dreſſing of Cloth, Making of 
Allum,,—and even for Gathering of Rags. 
SPECIAL Licences were alſo neceſſary to be 
obtained for making Iron and cutting down 
Wood for Charcoal, — making of Butter 
Caſks, — uſing of Wine Caſks for Ale and 
Beer; —alſo for making of Malt, and Brew- 
ing of Ale for public Vent. 3

Moreover the Gardeners for ſix Miles 
round London were incorporated into an ex- 
cluſiveCompany, as were alſo the Traders and 
Artificers within the Diſtrict of three Miles. 

Now all theſe Monopolies and Excluſions 
(and many more might be enumerated) ſet out 
with pompous Titles, and great Profeſſions of 
Zeal bor the Public Welfare. They were all' 


cc eſtabliſhed, either for the Encreaſe and good 


« Government of Trade. Or to keep up the 
“Credit of the Englisb Mantifackures in fo- 
« reign Markets, or for preventing the Ig- 
« norant and-Unwary from being impoſed 
<« upon at home.” But the true Reaſon of 
their Eſtabliſhment remains yet to be told, 
viz. JoBB and MonoypoLY. This was the 
Era, in which the Turky Company had its 
Birth and Education. "And: all the others, 
while in Being, had juſt the ſame Pretenſions 
of Public Good to alledge in their Favour :: 
But Time has ſhewn, That we are much 
happier without them. , 
XIX. As London is the Capital of 65 British 
Empire, and the Center of the Body Politic, 


every Acceſſion of Wealth, Trade, Manufac- 


ture, Navigation, and Numbers of Inhabi- 
tants to other Parts of the Kingdom, muſt 
redound to the Advantage of the M letropolis. 
For the Center in the Body Politic is like the 
Heart in the natural Body, which receives 
Benefit itſelf by the briſk and regular Circu- 
lation of Blood in the 'Extremities. But if 


any one ſhould doubt of this Parallel, let 
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18 The Expediency of Opening 
Experience and Matter of Fact determine. 
For when almoſt the whole Trade of the 
Kingdom was circumſcribed by excluſive 


Grants, and thoſe Monopolies confined to 


the ſingle City and Port of London, this City 
made a very mean and inconſiderable Appear- 
ance, to what it doth at preſent: But in Pro- 


portion, as the inland Counties, and the Out- 
Ports began to ſhake off ſome of their Fetters, 


and extend their Commerce, in the ſame Pro- 
portion, did the Metropolis encreaſe in Wealth, 
and Grandeur, Number of Inhabitants and 
Extent of Buildings. In ſhort, if there was 


an Acceſſion of Wealth to the fartheſt Iſles of 


Scotland, it would, ſooner, or later, find its 
Way to London. „ Gay 
XX. Upo the whole therefore, The Con- 
tinuation of this excluſive Company is no 


other, in Effect, than the Payment of a very 
large Tribute annually to France; — Together 


with this mortifying Reflection, That this is 
a Tribute we are not forced to pay, but do it 
voluntarily; though we know, That ſome of 
her beſt Provinces are ſupported by it, ſome 
hundreds of Ships employed in the Naviga- 


tion, and the Government enabled to turn 
the Wealth and Strength, acquired by our 
Indolence and Miſmanagement, to our own 


Deſtruction. 1 vue 

XXI. Tux Landed Gentlemen in their re- 
ſpective Counties are more particularly con- 
cerned to exert themſelves on this intereſting 
Occaſion ; becauſe the Rents of Lands and 
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_ the TRADE 70 Turky. 19 
Houſes will be higher, and the Demand for 
the Produce of Eſtates, Corn, Wool, Sheep, 
Cattle, Butter, Cheeſe, Wood, Coal, &c. Sc. 
will be greater, in Proportion as the Inhabi- 
tants of any Country do increaſe in Numbers, 
Riches, and Manufactures. The Poor alſo 
will be leſs numerous, as there is more Em- 
ployment, — the Weig ht of Taxes will be 
hghter, when more Perſons ſhare in the Bur- 
den, and the Tenants, by having better Mar- 
kets, will be better able to pay their Rents. 
But theſe Advantages cannot be obtained, 
while the preſent Difficulties, which prevent 
Induſtry and ſtop the Circulation of Labour, 
are ſuffered to remain. >> In one word, 
All Monopolies are ſo many CoMBINATIONS 
againſt the Landed Intereſt. And the more 
violently they are contended for, the more - 
clearly may the Gentlemen of Landed Pro- 
perty diſcern, Whoſe Intereſt is Fame, 
and whoſe 1s ſacrificet. 
XXII. Tun preſent Juncture ſeems the 
moſt favourable for renewing our Applica- 
tions to Parliament, to be delivered from theſe 
Fetters and Oppreflions. For We have no 
Reaſon to conclude, That We ſhall meet 
with any Oppoſition, but from thoſe, whoſe - 
Selt-Intereſt is an unhappy - Bias on their 
Judgments. And as a general Election is 
approaching, all Perſons and Parties may 
have an Opportunity of acquiring a /zudable 
Popularity, by diſtinguiſhing their Zeal in 
ſo NATIONAL a CAUSE.

Ome time after the Publication of the above 


Pamphlet, a laudable and generous Reſent- 


ment began to appear againſt the monopolizing 
Practices of the Turky Company. Several hun- 
dred Pounds were raiſed by voluntary Subſcrip- 


tions for applying to Parliament to open the 


Trade; the chief of which Money was raiſed 
in Briſtol, and moſtly from Perſons that acted 
wholly upon National Views, having no Deſire to 
engage in the Trade themſelves. Liverpoole like- 
wiſe furniſhed a certain Proportion: And as to 
Petitions, without Money, all Places were ready 
enough to ſend them. TY | 
Wren this Affair was to be brought before 


the Parliament, the firſt Endeavours of the Mo- 


nopoliſts and their Friends were, To vilify and 
diſcredit the little Treatiſe, which had raiſed ſuch 
a National Spirit againſt them : One Advocate in 


particular was ſo witty in a public News- Paper as 


to call it a Three-penny Pamphlet: Another, in 
a more formal Stile, was pleaſed to inſinuate, 
That it was a Lie from Beginning to End : And 
all aſſerted in the moſt poſitive manner, That the 
Trade was under no Monopoly at all, and that 


the preſent low State of it ought to be aſcribed to 


other Cauſes. 5 

In reply to theſe angry Invectives, and poor 
Excuſes, the Friends to an Open Trade choſe to 
confute the Monopoliſts and their Advocates out 


of the very By-Laws and Regulations of their 


own Company, as being the fulleſt and moſt un- 

exceptionable Evidence, and at the ſame Time 

the freeſt from perſonal Altercation. They there- 

fore printed the Report of the Committee of the

An AFPPEND IX. 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, made in the 
Year 17445 when this Affair was laſt upon the 
Tapis: And by this Report, extracted from their 
own Books, it undeniably appears, That the 
 Turky Company was intended to be a Monopoly 
at its original Inſtitution ;' and that their Aims 
have been, from time to time, to render this 
Monopoly ſtill more injurious to the Nation. As | 
to the original Inſtitution, it was ſo narrow and 
- contracted, that none but mere Merchants (Noble- 


mens Sons excepted) could be admitted to be 
Members of this Society; and even they could 


not be received without a Fine of 30. if above 
twenty ſix Years of Age, and 25. if under. Now 
a mere Merchant is a Perſon, who doth not /e/l out 
in leſs Quantities than he buys in: Or in other 
Words, He ſells in Groſs as he buys in Groſs ; 
and, if you keep ſtrictly to this Idea, there are 
ſcarce ten mere Merchants throughout the King- _ 
dom. Nay, the Turky Company thought proper 
to object to a Gentleman ſome Years ago, as not 
a being a mere Merchant, only for having ſpared a 
Part of a Jar of fine eating Oil to his Friend out 
of a Parcel he had juſt imported: Judge there- 
fore, whether this ſingle Article, even without 
taking the enormous Fine into Conſideration, was 
not enough to create a Monopoly: And if you 
add to this the Power of making By-Laws and 
reſtraining Regulations, what could be wanting 
to make it a moſt detrimental and oppreſſive 
Scheme? Therefore, if the Advocates for the 
Turky Company can call this a free, and open Trade, 
may we preſume to aſk, What do they mean by 
a confined one? —But the By-Laws of this Com- 
pany are ſtill a farther Evidence of the Point in 
Queſtion: For as ſoon as the Company was well 
eſtabliſhed, they preſently erected their Batteries 
againſt National Induſtry,andNational Proſperity. 
Thus, in the Year 1625 (which was but nineteen 
Years after their Erection) they made an Order of 
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fa APFPFENDIE 
General-Court, That no Manufactures or Commo- 
dities of the Kingdom ſhould be ſent to Turky, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly, in any but joint Ships to 
be appointed by the Company: But foreign Com- 
modities, ſuch as Spices, Pepper, Sc. were except- 
ed from this Reſtraint, and allowed to be carried 7 
in what Shipping, and from what Place any Man 
pleaſed. Now the Reaſon for this particular In- 
dulgence to foreign Commodities preferably to our 
own, was this, — The Datch and other Nations could, 
and would ſupply the Turłs with theſe Commodi- 
ties at the cheapeſt Rate, if the Company did not; 
and therefore the Company were obliged to be as 


_ reaſonable in their Gains in reſ pect to theſe things, 


as other People: But in regard to our own Manu- 
factures, (the Labour and Induſtry of our People, 
and the Riches of a State) no Man dared to inter- 


fere with the Monopoliſts in that Branch of Trade; 


and therefore they reſolved to diſcourage the Ex- 
portation of Eugliſꝰ Manufactures as much as poſ- 
fible, in order to get an enormous Profit on ſmall 
Exports. Nay, as if they were afraid we ſhould 
be at a Loſs to know their Meaning, they explain 
themſelves in their By-Laws enacted two, three, 
and four Years afterwards, That they made theſe 
benevolent and patriotical Regulations with a 
View, — 0 keep up the Price of Engliſh Manufac- 
tures in Turky, and of the 7 urkih. raw Materials 
in England. A double Bleſſing to the Engliſh Na- 
tion! And ſuch Bleſſings we are continually re- 


ceiving from every excluſive Company! But ſee 
the Effects of theſe monopolizing Orders even in 


the early Times of our Commerce: For three Years 


_ afterwards, viz. in the Year 1633, fome of the 
Company themſelves began to be alarmed at the 


Progreſs of the French and other Strangers, * who 
taking Advantage (theſe are their own Words) 
* of our long Forbearance of ſending Ships and 
Goods to the ſeyeral Parts of Turky, began to

<« ſupply thoſe Places with their own Commodi- 
& ties; Which will redound to the great Prejudice 
<« of the Company, and the Trade thereof, it ſome 
<« ſpeedy Courſe be not thought of for preventing 
ce jt,” But even this Remonſtrance produced 
little or no Effect ; for the Deſire of preſent Gain 
operates ſo ſtrongly with every Monopolift, that 
he is quite regardleſs of Futurity ; hoping, that he 
will have made his Fortune before the Evil can 
reach himſelf; and as to the Public, that was ne- 
ver his Concern. Accordingly we find, That ge- 
neral, and joint Shipping were the uſual Vehicles 


for carrying on this Trade; and even theſe were 


not always permitted to go out, and return aunu- 
ally; but ſometimes were reſtrained from making 
too frequent Viſits: Such were their Fears leſt 


the Nation ſhould get too rich by their Monopoly. 


And in this manner their Affairs were carried on 
(with now and then a Permiſſion for a private Ship 
to ſail) till we come to the fatal Year 1718, when 
a kind of Embargo was laid on all Manufactures 
intended for Turky, and all raw Materials intend- 


ed for England; which continued for iwo whole 


Years aud a Quarter, And that was the very 
Juncture in which the French Turky Trade made 
ſuch an amazing Progreſs: Indeed, well it might; 
For the Engliſh themſelves were the Cauſe of it. 
This Circumſtance is ſtrongly ſet forth in a Me- 
morial of ſeven of the principal Members of the 
Turky Company to a Commitee of the Honourable 
Houſe of Commons in the Year 1718-19. viz. 
The Remedy propoſed by theſe Reſtraints is, 
„That Cloth may be bought the Cheaper 
* at Home, and ſell the Dearer Abroad]; and that 
* [raw] Silk may be bought the Cheaper Abroad, 
and ſell the Dearer at Home.” A noble Re- 
medy truly! and a moſt infallible Preſervative a- 


gainſt thoſe two great National Evils, Wealth and 
Induſtry! „But all this while, ſay the Memo- 


+ rialiſts, the French and Dutch are ENCOURAGED 
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| An A PFEENDI. 25 
* to ſupply the Woolen Trade abroad; and to 
« ſupply in a larger Degree the Silken Manufac- 
& tures at home. And our own Manufacturers, 
c jn the mean time, both in Wool and Silk, are 
„ fo far deprived of their Employ ments. But 
„ ſhould the Merchant loſe [by exporting too 
“ many Engliſþ Manufactures, and importing too 
„great Quantities of raw Materials] yet the Na- 
1 ce tion muſt gain. It hath been farther objected, 
„That by a Delay more Cloth will be exported; 
e and ſo probably there may; ſhould the Ships 
if ce be yet detained twelve Months longer. — But 
then the Company ſhould take Care to prohibir 
g & the French and Dutch, and the Turks too, who, 
< at this very time, are 3 on a Cloth Ma- 
<« nufacture of their own.“ 

TEE Reader by this time, I ſuppoſe, needs no 
farther Examples of the monopolizing Views of the 
Turky Company; and of the Aſſiſtance they have 
given thereby to the Trade of France. Indeed, 
the Obſervation 1s ſo obvious, that more Proofs, 
though many more there are, ſeem perfectly need- 
leſs. Nor 1s the Strength of this Obſervation at 
all weakned by the Pretence which their Advo- 
cates have ſometimes urged, viz. That of late 
Years moſt of theſe reſtraining Orders have been 
revoked. For granting that they have ; yet the 
Power which enacted them, was not revoked ; 
and while the Power remained, what Security was 
there to the Individual, that it would not be ex- 
erciſed again, whenever the Company thought fit? 
In ſhort, the Fact was ſo glaring, and withal ſo 
ſhockingly detrimental to the public Welfare, that 
the Monopoliſts themſelves, and all their Advo- 
cates, were for once put to ſilence, and could no 
longer pretend, That the Trade to Turky was a 
free and open Trade. 

Bur when the Proceedings and Powers of the 
Company could be nolonger juſtified, they chang- | 
ed their defenſive into an offenſi we War: For their 
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I | A:;4PPENDIN. 
next Endeavours were to clog and embaraſs the 


Bill, that was deſigned to lay the Trade open. 


And here, alas! they have ſucceeded too well : For 


by Dint of Teazing, Perplexing, Objecting, 


Wrangling, Sc. Sc. they have made the Bill to 
carry the Appearance of a good Law, without the 


Eſſentials of it: So that, though ſome Good has 
been done by the late Act, yet it is very inconſi- 
derable to what might have been expected. And 
the Friends to Liberty and the Freedom of Com- 
merce had the Mortification to find, that the Op- 
poſition of a few, when ſtimulated by Self-Intereſt, 
acts with more Vigour and Unanimity, than the 
languid, tho* public- ſpirited Wiſhes and Deſires 
of many. As to the particular Objections to be 
made to this Bill, they need not be repeated here; 
becauſe they are ſet forth at large in * another 
Treatiſe, which, though not yet made public, is 


now in the Hands of many Perſons, and will ſoon 


be in many more. Let it ſuffice therefore at pre- 


ſent to obſerve, That this Trade can never be 
ſaid to be truly free, till it is put upon the ſame 


Footing with that to Haly, Spain, or Portugal; 
and that every Plea which can be brought againſt 
laying it entirely open, would ſerve much ſtrong- 


er towards impriſoning thoſe Trades within the 


narrow Limits of a Monopoly. However, the 


Attempt that has been already made towards ſet- 
ting it at Liberty, may be conſidered as a Pre- 


lude to a future: And ſurely it is to be hoped, 


that a Time will come, when this, and all other 


Remains of our antient Slavery ſhall be aboliſhed ; 


and when the Engliſh Nation will be as free in 


regard to Charters of Excluſion, and other Shac- 
kles upon Trade, as they happily are in reſpect 
of civil and religious Liberty. 

Bur that nothing may remain unanſwered, if 
it hath even the Shadow of an Argument, I ſhall

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not conclude, before I examine all that the Ad- 
vocates for the Company have thought proper to 
fay in their Vindication. 

In the firs Place therefore, They are pleaſed 
to aſſert, That the Increaſe of the French Trade, 
and Decreaſe of the Engliſb, is not owing to the 
Excluſions and Reſtraints of our Engliſb Company 
trading to Turky, but to other Cauſes, viz. The 
Dearneſs of Engliſh Labour, and the Cheapneſs 
of that of the French. And as this is their grand 
Plea, let us conſider it the more attentively. 

HRE therefore, the Reader will immediately 
obſerve, That this pretended Argument contra- 
dicts a known Fact: For Fact it is, and the Com- 
pany's own Books are a Proof thereof, That the 
French Trade to Tyrky both began, and encreaſed 
in proportion as the  Enghſh Company laid Re- 
ſtraints upon the Exportation of Enghſh Manufac- 
tures. Thus, in the Year 1633, ihe long Forbear- 
ance of ſending Ships and Cloth to Turky tempted 
the French to enter into that Trade: And in the 
Year 1720, the Exports from France became 
amazingly great: But why particularly in that 
Year? — The Reaſon is plain, viz. Becauſe our 
Turky Company had laid an Embargo on all Ship- 
ping intended for the Levant ever ſince the 26th 
of March 1718: which laſted for two Years and 
a Quarter, This being the Fact, to what pur- 
pole is it to attempt to reaſon againſt, or diſproveit? 

Bur even allowing, That the French have ſome 
Advantages over us in regard to the Cheapnels of 
their Manufactures, —What method of Procedure 
ought we to take? Not ſurely to give them {till 
greater Advantages by laying Reſtraints upon our 
own Trade, but to counter-balance them by ex- 
_ citing a general Rivalſhip and Emulation among 
ourſelves ; z ſo that all may work, ſell, export, and 
import for as little Profit as poſlible. The more 
therefore it is inſiſted upon, That the French work 
cheaper than the Engl iſh, fo much ſtronger is the 
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let us now come to the Woollen. 
In the fr/t Place therefore, Though Spinning 
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Reaſon againſt continuing any Reſtraints and Diſ- 
couragements on the Exgliſo Manufactures. 


Bur is it true in Fact, That the French do work 


up their Goods cheaper than the Englyb? Nay, 


can any Manufactures in Braſs, Iron, Steel, Cop- 


per, Lead, Pewter, Tin, Sc. &c. be fabricated 


even as cheap in France, as they are in England ? 
No; they cannot by at leaſt 20 per Cent. in many 


Articles: — And it is a Circumſtance not to be 


denied, That moſt of the Guns which the French 


carry to the Coaſt of Guinea, are made in the 


Neighbourhood of Birmingham. This being the 
Caſe in regard to all Branches of the metal Trade, 


may be ſomewhat cheaper in France than in Eng- 
land, it doth not appear, that the Price of Weav- 
ing, Scribbling, Tucking, or Dying, is cheap in 
the ſame Proportion. And the Reaſon ſeems to 
be, becauſe theſe are conſidered as Trades, which 
are incorporated into Companies: And all Com- 
panies are much more ſtrict in France in preferv- 
ing what is falſely and abſurdly called their Pri- 
vileges, than they are in England. This is a great 


Advantage, which we have over them: And it is 


growing greater every Day, becauſe we are now 
proceeding upon the opening, enlarging Scheme, 


and they upon the narrowing and contracting. 


2. TRE Intereſt of Money is much lower in 


England than in France: So that a Maſter Manu- 


facturer will be content with leſs Profits here, than 


he would there. For no Man would run the Riſks 


of Trade, and ſuffer its Fatigues, if he could get 
as much, or near as much, by living upon the In- 
tereſt of his Money. 

3. Ovr Capitals in Trade are much larger. — 
It is no uncommon Thing for a Manufacturer in 
England to have 20,0001. in Trade. But where 
1s there an Example of the like kind to be met 
with in France? Nay, as ſoon as they get to 
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10,0000. is it not a common Practice with them 
to buy ſome Charge, in order to ennoble their Fa- 
milies, and ſo wipe off the Diſgrace of having 
been once uſeful to their Country? Now, this 
Circumſtance of the Largeneſs of our Capitals, 


together with the other of the low Intereſt of our 
Money, are ſufficient to over-balance a great many 


petty Diſadvantages. For that Man who hath a Ca- 
pital of 10,0004. in Trade, in a Country where the 
Intereſt of Money is about 3+ per Cent. can, and 
will ſell his Goods cheaper than another, who hath 
only a Capital of 20000. in a Country where the 
Intereſt is 6 per Cent. ſay, he will {ell his Goods 


cheaper, even though he pays higher. Wages to 


every Workman that he employs. 

4. Bur fourthly, The Price of common, and mid- 
di ing Wool is much cheaper here than in France, 
eſpecially the South of France, where all the 
Cloth is made for the Levant. Now Wool is the 


firſt Material; and every Advance upon the raw 


Material, like an injudicious Fax, ſpreads thro' 
all Parts of the Manufacture, and increaſes as it 
goes. Note, The chief Conſumption of. Cloth, 
in Turky, is that which is made: from common, 
and middling Wool. : 
In Regard not only to the Price, but 


alſo to the Preparing of all Wools in general, 


the Engl greatly exceed the French. For the 

French uſe vaſt Quantities of Caſtile Soap in 
ſcouring the Wool from the Greaſe; which is not 
only a dear, but an improper, Method: Whereas 
the Enghſh have a cheaper, and a more effectual 
one; ſo that the ſame Quantity of Wool in the 
Greaſe ſhall produce more Cloth, of equal Fine- 


neſs in England, than in France. 


Uron the whole, therefore, the Pretence of | 
the comparative Cheapnefs, or Dearneſs of La- 
bour, is a mere Bugbear.— And, indeed, if it 
was a Reality, why ſhould that be a Reaſon for 
our putting our Trade under ſtill greater Diſad- 


/ - 
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vantages, by Means of an excluſive Company? 
But the true State of the Caſe is really this: The 
French have invented a:light, thin, 4 Cloth 
for a Summer Country, ſuch as Turły; in this 
they excel: And the Engliſh have not yet been 
able to get into the Knack of imitating their Man- 
ner; nor is it likely, that they ever will, while 

the Trade is confined. But if it ſhould ever be 
thrown” open, and a proper Emulation raiſed 
among our Manufacturers, there is no Doubt to 
be made, but that our ingenious Workmen would 
rival them in this, asg they have done in eve 
other Branch of Manufacture, originally borrowed 
from them. In the mean Time, the Candid and 
Judicious will forgive a well- meant Hint of the 
Author, viz. That if our fine Flannels were a 
little thickened in the Mill, well dreſſed, and 
dyed in bright Colours, they would be regarded 
as the true French Cloth, ſo much bought up in 
Turky, and might be ſold much e than abs 
French Cloths now are. 

II. Tn ſecond: Plea of the Ae of: his 
Company is rather a Cavil againſt others, than 
an Apology for themſelves, vix. If the Out- 
« Ports could ſend Cloth to Fury, were the 
& Trade open, Why do they not ſend Cloth at 
“ preſent to Spain and Portugal, where they are 
« at full Liberty?” I call this a Cavil; becauſe 
it is a wilful Miſrepreſentation of a plain Caſe. 
For, the Advocates for the Company muſt know, 
That the Exporters of Cloth from London, to 
Spain or Portugal, have no excluſive Privilege 
whatever; and therefore are, in no Reſpect, in a 
parallel Situation with the Exporters of Cloth to 
Turky. How then can you reaſon from the one 
Caſe to the other ? Or what Analogy is there be- 
tween them? In Fact, the London Merchants, 
trading to Spain and Portugal, being all inde- 
pendent of each other, and knowing that every 
Man 1 in the Kingdom may be their Rival, when- 
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ever he pleaſes, do not keep up their Goods at 
an exorbitant Rate, but are content with mode- 
rate Profits, endeavouring to find their Account 
rather in the Quantity exported, than in the 
Dearneſs of the Price. And the Conſequence is, 
That very few of the Merchants, in the other 
Ports of the Kingdom, will venture to commence 
their Rivals; becauſe they do not expect, That 
the Profits in this free Trade are very large; 
and moreover, becauſe they are ſure, That they 
cannot get Footing in any nem Trade without a 
large Expence, which Expence will be till heigh- 
tened by the Difficulties and Diſcouragements, 
which all the old Stagers will caſt in their Way. 
Now this Reaſoning is confirmed by a remarkable 
Circumſtance here at - Home: For, though the 
natural Advantages of Newcaſtle are much greater 
than thoſe of Birmingham, in Regard to Naileries, 
and other Branches of the Iron Manufacture ; yet, 
as Birmingham is a free and open Town, and the 
Trade long ſettled, the Inhabitants of Newcaſtle 
have not been able to rival Birmingham in any one 
Article. . But if you will ſuppoſe ten, or twenty' 
People at Birmingham, inveſted with an excluſive 
Charter (which muſt be the Caſe to make it pa- 
rallel to the Turky Company) and the Inhabitants 
of Newcaſtle all free and independent, I aſk, How 
long do you think it would be before the Trade 
would move? And, what Grounds are there for 
ſuppoſing, That the Inhabitants of Newcaſtle, 
and other Places, would not take the Advantage 
of ſuch a Circumſtance ?— It is therefore very 
diſingenuous in a certain Gentleman, to ſay no 
worſe, to pretend to propheſy, That the Merchants 
in the Out- Ports would not enter into the Turky 
Trade; when the ſame Perſon, who uttered this 
Prophecy, did all in his Power to prevent them, 
by rendring the Bill, in a great Meaſure, ineffec- 
tual; and by confining the Trade to the Port of 
London, thro' the Means of the Powers ſtill ſub- 
ſiſting in the Governors of the Company. 
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Bill, than none at all. For a bad Bill is: 
eaſily; mended, but the Obtaining a perfectly 
done; all at once, is a Work of great Dif. | 
ficulty; And as every Advanceizownrd Liberty. 
o much gained, therefore it renders an 


Oppoſition, on the next Occaſion, ſo much the 
* weaker. In a word, Mankind begin to ſee more 


and more into the hafs and ſlaviſh Original, and 
preſent iniquitous Chicane of all excluſive Char- 
ters; nor will they be led blindfold much longer > 
by thoſe, whoſe Intereſt it is to deceive them. As 


to the above-mentioned Prophecy, the Event has 


ſhewin, That it is (like Fortune- telling in other 
Caſes): partly true, and partly otherwiſe: For 
ſome, in different Parts of the Kingdom, have 
made themſelves free of the Company ſince the 
late Bill, but not many; the Reaſons of which I 


have alſigned before. But thoſe who have, ſeem 


to agree ſo well with their e/der Brethren of the 


Company, that, I believe, they would not be 
found the moſt ſanguine in the farther Opening of | 
the Trade; it being too Juſt a Remark, That the 


Perſon, who cries the loudeſt for Opening the 7 
Door, in order that himſelf may enter in, is 
ſometimes. the readieſt to ſhut it againſt thoſe b ́j 


would come after him. But, nevertheleſs, if the 
Trade ſhould ever be thoroughly opened, we have 


at leaſt as much Reaſon to believe, That, in a- 
Courſe of Years, the Merchants of the Out-Ports 
would: become as conſiderable Traders to Turky, 
as they are at · preſent in the Trade of Ruſſia. For 
when that Trade was firſt laid open to the Degree 
it is (though by-the-By it is not quite fo free as 
it ought to be) the Merchants of the Out-Ports 
did not ruſh into it immediately, but came in by 
Degrees: And ſo from ſmall Beginnings they © 
2 gradually increaſed, till at Length they have 4 
more than doubled the Trade of the Metropolis 31 
and they are ſtill advancing every Day.
